Striking Contrasts In Use 
Of Crime, Home, Family 
and Moral News Re- 
vealed In Survey Of 
Catholic Daily and 
Secular Journals. 

Sioux City, Iowa. -A graph worked 


by the Catholic Press Department of 
The Students’ Apostolate of Trinity 


College here reveals strikingly inter- 


‘esting facts concerning the relative 
emphasis The Catholic Daily Tribune, 
only English-language Catholic daily 
in the United States, and two secular 
dailies place on the various subjects 
that go to make up the average news- 
paper content. 


The result shown is a concrete vin- 
dication of the Catholic Press’ claim 
that it stresses the wholesome yet 
helpful and interesting, while too 
often the secular press merely seizes 
upon the thing of the moment, re- 
gardless of its effect upon the reader. 

The method usea in constructing 
the graph was as follows: Members 
went through the papers compared, | 
measured the column-length of every | 
‘news-story, added them together and 
i the totals of all the issues examined | 
for each paper formed the basis of 
ithe graphs. 

The Press Department, in its com- 
‘ment on the graph, declared that “the 


on the better things of life.” 
| The graph shows that the two secu- 
lar newspapers use, proportionately, 
five times as much news coming under 
the heading “crime, scandal.” étc., 
than does the Catholic daily. 

The Catholic Daily Tribune, on the 
other hand, was found to devote ap- 
‘proximately twice the space to 
“Home, Family and Education” that 
‘the two secular papers gave to these 
themes. The proportion was approxi- 
‘mately the same for “Arts, Sciences 
and Professions.“ The Catholic daily 
also had a comfortable lead over the 
* | secular papers on the item “Civic 
| Projects,” and was only a little be- 
hind the seculars in its use of “Agri- 
cultural, Industrial and Financial”

with the secular papers.
